T having pleaſed the Lord to take unto himſelf a choice and eminent Seryant of 
| his,to wit,Fob. Pexdarver, Minifter of theGoſpel,und Paſtor of that 
gation at Abingdon; whoſe interring we did meet to ſolemnize the 3 oth of 
the 7th Month, that being one end of eur ccmipg together : judging it ourduey 
ro perform the laſt cffice of love to fo faithful a Seryant as he was, indeed a Prince 
in Jſrael, who did in his life time gacurally care for Sions welfare, wholly giviag 
himſelf up unto the Lord's work: and hereby a price and oportunity was put into 
our hands to bring many of che Loca*s people together, from ſeveral parts of the 
Nation, in this dark and gloomy day, to ſeck his face for the underſtanding of his 
minde and will, what his Remnant { remaicing faichful in-this great day of A» 
poltzcy) ought to do. To which end, there were ſeyeral heads agreed upon y ac- 
cording to which they might ſeek his face with underſtanding , as by theſe partis 
culars here mentioned, will more plainly appear : 

x, Thar we-bumble our ſelyes before the Lord for all our figs and iniquities, 
wherein we have julily proyoked the eyes of his holineſs, through our lukewarm 
neſs, indifferency of Spirit, raſhaeſs, and want of love ic this great day of open 
Apoizcy and backflidiag z whezein, ic is to be feared, we have much added tc 
the meature of che iniquity of this day.

tothe place , and in particular our Brother Afays, who lived there, was to far 
hindered from coming in, that they cocked their Piſtols , and preſented chem co 
his breft, ſo that he was forced ſuddenly to fiep back, day leſt they ſhould fire 
upon him, From thence, our Friends being diſappoiared of their mezting wene 
into the Market-place : one of our Brethren began in prayers another ſeconde# 
him in ſpeaking , after hin our Brother Jowes of Longworrb in Barkbire, nn 
ancient grave Chriſtin, who wiffhemerly perſecu:ed by the Biſhops. procerde$ 
with &-word of exhottation : then our Brother F#fex, x member of :h% Church: 
at Oxford, who was late a member of the Armygxercifing. The Souldiers drew 
round about yy after a ſhort time made an acrempt upon u;, hoping to have 
'attered us 3 Which the Lord prevented , though no oppofition was made on our
